Cummings, immediately filed a mo- 
tion for judgment on his cross- 
complaint, which, among other 
things, alleges the suit was brought 
merely to defame Tunney and to 
extort money. The motion will be 
argued next Friday before Judge 
Cari. Foster. 

Mrs. Fogarty’s letter, Wilder 
said, was written in Boston, Mass., 
and was dated Nov. 4. 

At present, Tunney is residing in 
Greenwich, Conn., with his wife, 
the former Polly Lauder, whom he 
married abroad before the breach 
of promise suit was filed. 

A suit for $500,000 brought 
against the former boxer by John 
H. Fogarty. one-time Fort Worth 
plumber, who charged that Tun- 
ney's promise to wed his wife in- 
fiuenced her to obtain a divorce 
from him; is pending. 

Mrs. Fogarty charged Tunney 
proposed to her in Hot Springs, 
Ark., June 3, 1925. She accepted, 
she said, but she found later he 
had a change of heart. 

Tunney was in Italy when the 
suit was filed, but he answered 
through counsel, denying every- 
thing. He also charged that the 
woman had twice been “bought 
off” when she threatened to sue 
him.

The * report. recom- 
mending the incineration of gar- 
bage by a private contractor as a 
permanent method of disposal, was 
approved by the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday. Under the com- 
mittee’s plan, the present hog- 
feeding contract, which expires in 
February, 1930, would be renewed 
for two or five years, pending ar- 
rangements with some company to 
build an incinerator under terms 
which would permit the city to buy 
te plant at the expiration of 5, 10 
or 15 years. 

Two Negative Votes. 

The committee’s report was ap- 
proved by a vote of 26 to 2, Alder- 
men Wiehe and Waldman opposing 
and Alderman Brinkman not vot- 
ing. 

Wiehe argued that the incinera- 
tion proposal should be delayed un- 
til a time when the city could af- 
ford to build and operate its own 
plant. Waldman, a dissenting mem- 
ber of the comunittee, argued for 
a reduction plant rather than an 
incineration plant. 

Alderman Fett, chairman of the 
committee, declared the survey had 
shown that incineration plants 
operated satisfactorily in most of 
the 15 cities and that other cities 


tion. Six reduction plants, he said, 
were so odoriferous that members 
of the committee, including Wald- 
man, refused to enter them. 

Waldman replied that the plants 
that smelled badly were old. A 
modern reduction plant, such as 
the one in Indianapolis, he said, 
would be as odorless and sanitary 
as an incinerator and less expen- 
sive. 

How Present Pian Works. 

Alderman Wimer approved the 
report although he said he did 
not believe that incineration was a 
practical method. “I'm afraid we 
will build another monument like 
the old plant at the foot of Chou- 
teau avenue.“ he said. “I think 
the only way of incinerating gar- 
bage is with rubbish as they do it 
in Milwaukee.” 

Under the present garbage dis- 
posal contract, which would be 
temporarily renewed under the 
plan, garbage is hauled to the foot 
of Chouteau avenue and shipped by 
the contractor to an island 56 
miles downstream where it is used 
for hog-feeding. The cost to the 
city is $5.24 a ton, $4.50 for col- 
lection and 74 cents for disposal. 

The board voted to file the bill 
for the widening of Chippewa 
street between Grand boulevard 
and Jefferson avenue, from 60 feet 
to 80 feet, because of the protests 
by numerous property owners who 
contended that traffic did not war- 
rant the widening. and that the 
improvement would benefit only a 
small group of bysiness men. This 
disposes of the pian for the time 
being.

TRAFFIC. 

In his column on Wednesday. O. O. McIntyre 
turned aside from inconsequentials to commend Po- 
lice Commissioner Whalen’s solution of a traffic preb- 
lem which, he says, was “slowly strangling theatrical 
life” in New York. The Whalen regulations were at 
the outset profusely derided and denounced, but chaos 
has apparently been resolved into order. A journey 
that formerly consumed a fretful hour is now accom- 
plished, by actual timing, in 16 minutes. 

Is there a Whalen in St. Louis to disentangle our 
traffic knots? This city is ghutted with congested 
points where movement is at times laborious, diffi- 
cult and dangerous. There are corners unpoliced 
and without signais where motorists and pedestrians 
are frequently on the edge of accident. Our parking 
privileges are lavishly bestowed, hut we pay the price. 
We pay in the way of obstructed traffie and lost 
time, and we also pay in cash. Our liability insur- 
ance rates are excessive in comparison with those of 
many other cities of our class. These rates, so insur- 
ance people explain, are necessitated by inadequate 
regulations inadequately enforced. Experienced mo- 
torists say that driving is easier and safer in Chi- 
cago, for example, notwithstanding its greater volume 
of traffic, than in St. Louis. 8 

More traffic officers—a traffic code competently 
drafted to meet conditions—enforcement of traffic 
laws—lower insurance rates. In that program lies 
the solution of our serious and costly traffic problem.

It 
an explanation is sought of how 
the Vermont farm boy became 
President, the answer is that he 
always aimed to be ready for what- 
ever came along, and so, when he 
was nominated for President, he 
was ready. That was his simple 
creed, that when a duty comes.

So that when 
Calvin Coolidge looks back along 
the way he concludes that when 
any man is placed in the White 
House he cannot feel that it is the 
result of his own exertions or his 
own merit. “Some power outside 
and beyond him becomes manifest 
throu him. As he contemplates 
the workings of his office, he 
comes to realize with an increas- 
ing sense of humility that he is but 
an instrument in the hands of 
God.” 

So the story ends, as simply as 
it began, and if one would carry 
away the secret of it all. it seems 
to have been the man's serene 
sense of sufficiency,’ coupled with 
the humility cf one who feels him- 
self to be a chosen instrument.

ter Tirrill, former-president of the 
Graham Paper Co., who died sud- 
denly at his home yesterday morn- 
ing, were held at the residence 
on the St. Louis Country Club 


grounds this afternoon. Burial was 
private in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery, the Rev. Wiliam Crowe, of 
Westminster Presbyterian Church 
conducting the services. 

Mr. Tirrill, who was 66 years 
old, succumbed to a heart at- 
tack. Retired from business since 
1926, he had devoted most of his 
time to travel and charitable ac- 
tivities. He was a member of the 
St. Luke's Hospital Board and fos- 
tered many of the social welfare 
undertakings of the Presbyterian 
church. 

Born at Alton, he came to St. 
Louis in his early youth and en- 
tered the employment of the Gra- 
ham Paper Co. as a clerk. At 23 
was one of the most successful 
traveling salesmen the firm ever 
had. In 1890 he became secretary 
of the company, and in 1905 was 
elected vice president. He was 
president from 1912 until his re- 
,tirement three years ago. Each 
year since his retirement he had 
traveled over the territory he once 
visited as a sales man. 

Mr. Tirrill is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Frances Allison Tir- 
rill, two brothers and one sister. 
Officers of the paper company 
will serve as pallbearers.

propaganda by either country 


against the other. 

The Ambassador also handed 
over supplementary notes giving a 
similar assurance regarding the 
British dominions. 

Sir Edmund Ovey, British Am- 
bassador to Moscow, will present 
his credentials there 3 

After leaving the Foreign Office 
Sokolnikoff issued a long state - 
ment reaffirming the Russian Gov- 
erument's intention to keep its 
pledge to abstain from hostile 
propaganda, and detailing the large 
possibilities for future Anglo-Rus- 
sian trade, but pointing out the 
necessity for the financing of Rus- 
sia’s purchases. 

To Fulfill Obligations. 

Regarding the question of propa- 
ganda. however, the Ambassador 
emphasized the fact of the differ- 
ence between the economic and po- 
litical systems of Russia and those 
of other countries. On this point 
the statement said: 

“We have every intention of ful- 
filling foyally any obligations we 
undertake and at the same time we 
rely on the countries, friendly to 
us, taking into account on their 
side the unalterable basis of our 
political and economic systems. 
Under such circumstances it will 
be possible to consolidate relations 
between the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics and Great Britain, 
founded as they will be on mutual 
benefit, and to lay a foundation of 
lasting and peaceful co-operation 
between the peoples of the two 
countries.“ 


Trade and Finance. 
Regarding the question of trade 
and finance, the statement said in 
part: 

“The absence of norma! relations 
between the two Governments ren- 
dered the international situation 
more acute and was a constant 
menace to the maintenance of 
peace. On the other hand, unde: 
such conditions it was impossible 
to develop stable trading relations 
or mutual confidence, and the well 
known figures for trade turnover 
between Great Britain and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
confirm this. f 

“Endeavoring to carry out more 
rapidly and successfully its plans 
of Socialist reconstruction, the 
Government of Soviet Russia on its 
side will be ready to take steps to- 
ward the settlement of the finan- 
cial claims which are being made 
upon it, taking into account any 
counter claims. But whatever the 
steps the Soviet Government may 
take for this purpose, they must be 
directly connected with measures 
directly favorable to the further 
development and consolidation of 
the national economy of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

“I hope these questions will be 
investigated very thoroughly in the 
coming negotiations and that every 
effort will be made to find a solu- 
tion to the problems confronting 
us. 


BLAMES CHURCH-GOERS FOR

Failure to Try to Live Up to Ideals 
Discourages Others, Says 
Rabbi Thurman. 
Insincerity and lack of convic- 
tion on the part of the religionists

“They have 
in reality high ideals and seek artic- 
ulated expression of these ideals of 
righteousness and justice and honor 
among the adherents of the Various 
denominations of religion, and, 
alas, they are disappointed to find 
the latter often woefully lacking 
ideals of any sort.”

Arbos’ whole program, which be- 
gan with the aforesaid “Meister- 
singer’ overture and ended with 
the Prelude and Love-Death from 
Tristan,“ was a clinical demon- 
stration of how a conductor can 
give the most serious attention to 
details without detracting from 
the effect of the whole. His or- 
chestra was always eloquent and 
always in balance and his playing 
had, in general, that satisfying ef- 
fect which usually results when an 
appeal to the senses is accom- 
panied by a proportionately 
stronger appeal to the intellect.

JACKSONVILLE, Ha., Dec. 21. 
—Keeney Park race track, near 
here, has been closed three weeks 
before the scheduled end of its 27- 
day meeting. 

Frank A. Keeney, New York 
sportsman, and owner of the track, 
issued a statement during the run- 
ning of the sixth day’s card yester- 
day to the effect that racing there 
had been called off until the laws 
of Florida permitted the pari- 
mutuel system of wagering. He 
said his action was in the face of 

“impending injunction proceedings 
“started by Fred O. Eberhardt, 
Tallahassee publisher, and other 
reformers.” 

After issuing the statement Kee- 
ney could not be located for fur- 
ther comment. 

William E. Ford, vice president 
of the Florida Jockey Club and 
manager of Keeney Park, however, 
said: 

“Mr. Keeney secluded himself 
upon advice of his physician. He 
will be at the track some time to- 
morrow and his statement issued 
at the track stands. There will be 
no further racing at this track un- 
til Mr. Keeney starts it.” 

Offers to underwrite the expense 
of continuing the meeting were 
said to have been made to track 
officials but all of them were de- 
clined in view of Mr. Keeney’s ab- 
sence. 

Hope persisted in some quarters 
that the meet might be continued 
after conferences have been held 
with Mr. Keeney. 

Racing was conducted at the 
Keeney plant last spring and dur- 


ing six days of the meeting just | 


closed with the envelope system of 
wagering. 

Eberhardt’s injunction was to 
have been filed at St. Augustine 
today on the ground that gambling 
was being permitted at the track in 
contravention to State law. 

Since the close of the meet Eb- 
erhardt has not issued a statement 
but his attorney here expresed 
gratification that it had been 
stopped. 

Meanwhile at the Pompano track 
near Fort Lauderdale, and at Hia- 
leah Park, Miami Jockey Club’s 
track near Miami, plans for open- 
ing winter meetings after the first 
of the vear were going forward. 

In a statement issued by Maj. 
Barclay H. Warburton, president 
of the Miami Jockey Club, he said 
the Hialeah meeting would go on 
and it would comply with “every 
State law against gambling.”

“The statements in the letters of 
Lakin and the President's friend. 
Edwin P. Shattuck, representing 
that the President of the United 
States has been directly and indi- 
rectly engaged in conniving with 
the Cuban sugar:lobby to effect 
tariff legislation, should not be per- 
mitted to go unanswered or unac- 
counted for,” Garner said. “Mr. 
Shattuck’s denial that he had dis- 
cussed sugar legislation with the 
President by no means disposes of 
the matter. There are definite 
statements in the letters of the 
sugar lobbyists that imply the ab- 
bolute contrary.” 

Garner stated that, if it could 
be proved that Lakin and Shat- 
tuck had misrepresented the Presi- 
dent, they should be prosecuted for 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses and be disbarred. 

Calis for Declaration. 

“In justice to the presidential 
office,” Garner said, “Mr. Hoover 
owes to the country a direct, defi- 
nite and positive declaration on the 
subject. Failing this, a great many 
people will accept the evidence as 
proving that the President. of the 
United States has been participar- 
ing in the secret conspiracy against 
the interests of his own country- 
men engaged in the sugar indus- 


“Tt is not part of the question 
whether the Cubans have the right 
or the wrong of the controversy. 

“The President has declared on 
more than one occasion that he 
would not meddle in the legislative 
affairs of the country. The docu- 
mentary evidence would convey the 
impression that the President was 
untrue to his own word. 

“Take the other explanation of 
the episode. If the President, eith- 
er personally or through his secre- 
tary, Walter Newton, did not say 
the things and do the things men- 
tioned in these letters, some meth- 
od should be found o punish the 
men who assumed to speak by his 
authority and who reported to the 
head of a foreign government that 
our President had committed him- 
self to aid their plans. If they de- 
liberately misrepresented the Presi- 
dent in order to impress President 
Machado of Cuba with their im- 
portance, for the purpose of get- 
ting large fees, they are guilty of 
the vulgar crime of obtaining mon- 
ey under false pretenses and the 
lawyers among them should be 
disbarred. It may be that they 
have also offended against the Lo- 
gan law, which forbids an unau- 
thorized person to negotiate with 
a foreign government on matters 
appertaining o tour government. 

Action Up to President.
